It is with no pleasant feoling . tiint 
we clironicie tLc upsetting of another 
government measure, i. i». the Lieu Act. 
When wo consider the degrading spec- 
tacle greaeuteil to the outsido world of 
perionsjicoupying ihe highest positions 
in We land.'proaiimably the creme de la 
criune of the intellectual society of Brit- 
'isli Columbiaj incapable of performing 
the merest roiitino of governmental 
diity, wc are almost inclined to aak if 
.responsible goyerninont, aa applied to 
this Province, is' not (as its oneuiies 
claim) a faildroir'^]<fbfe:ariegal measure 
passed.attho inatance of the j)resont 
body politic has so far been upheld 
when challenged in the courts of tlie 
province; no les.s than five local nits 
have been disallowed , at Ottawa, tind 
iniot aipuRiq prosecptibn.of arty import- 
ance has-been couiuctecl which has not 
resulted in a failure of justice. "\Vc 
would gladly maintain silence and 
avoid the reproach which the nonfeas- 
ance and misfeasance of our rulers 
must inevitably draw upon our people ; 
but duty requires that the sliameful 
■incapacity of tiie present occupants of 
office should be constantly kept beforo 
■ the public and not suQored to pass into 
oblivion, so that wiien the poojtlo have 
again the opjjortunity they may relievo 
'themselves of the disgrace which at 
present rests upon thera of having se- 
lected so imbecile and shallow a' trio as 
.that .which now infe.st.s the treasury 
benches. Wo propose at present only 
'to refer to some of their legislative 
bulls. Other blunders— the name of 
, which is legion — in other departments 
we leave for future rtraark: The at- 
tempt of the government to hoodwink 
the workingman- by pas-sing the Chi- 
nese tax bill, which, as remarked by one 
"of the San Francisco paper.s, was so 
drastic in its form as to ensure its dis- 
allowanen, and the declaration of the 
courtsof its imconstitntionaiity and its 
aubsequent disallowance at Ottawa will 
aot'be 80on forgotten. Had the Oliinese 
evil^beeh' dealt with by competent men 
a measure-could have been introduced 
here, as in : Queensland, to meet it. 
Tiien the bungle made in the act pro- 
viding for a n.'di.itribution of seats in 
the event of a vacancy at Kootonay 
and Oowichan, in only ])roviding for 
u vacancy occasioned by death or resig- 
natiortj which had to bo remedied by 
an act tlie next session " to meet the 
contingency of a general election, could 
only have been the result of grosjj ne- 
glect or dishonesty in the first instance, 
or perhaps both. This was followed 
by an attempt to extort 24 per cent, 
from 6ono jff<fe sottlerS' in respect of the 
unpaid purchase money due on Crown 
lands without giving a day's notice or 
a day's time ; which unworthy and il- 
legal atteuijit met with ignominious 
defeat at Ottawa, the net of parliament 
passed by a silent majority in further- 
ance of the nefaripus scheme . contem- 
plated; ■>by, ythis^'^govemment' ; being 
proa3p'tly" disallowed. Following in its 
wake came the act passed by , the silent 
majority aforesaid to levy additional 
tolls on the Cariboo road to the great 
detriment, of miners and farmers in 
that district, and aU^ji!6 tfeeE'iiHRi^ance of 
a legal pigmy who is inSated with 
the eelf-imposed title of ''' the miner's 
friend." Sufficient time has not yfet 
elapsed for the' disallowance of the 
acts of 1880 at Ottawa; but doubtless, 
judging from tiie fate that befol the 
acts of 1878 and 1879, many of them 
will be consigned to oblivion. The 
Judioaturfl.Act,.was bng^ofJiUeJ marked 
features of legislation of 1879. Every 
«5^0'lcnbws how ignobly that has failed 
on account of the inability of the gov- 
ernment to frame rules under it. The 
acts passed for the purpose of de- 
pcreasing the cost of litigation, have in 
some instances increased them fourfold 
in requiring all processes to be served 
and executed by a sheriff, in some , in- 
stances ou record at a ruinous charge to 
litigants.

The missing boat of tho Aiiierican, 
which founderetl ofl' tlie West Cost of 
Africa on April 23, was landed at 
Loandaon July 21. It carried seven 
men and five bags of mails. Thus then 
of tho officers, crew, and passengers of 
the foundered boat not one was lost. 
All the boats are accounted for, nor 
did a single death occur while they 
were drifting in mid ocean. 

A farmer named Anstce, who lived 
near St. Albana, was murdered on the 
22nd ult. About two o'clock he was 
disturbed by a noiso outside the liou.se, 
and went to his bed-room window to 
ascertain the cause. He was immedia- 
tely shot through the head; and his 
murderer afterwards got through the 
window by means of a ladder and ran- 
sacked the place. A iiortiou of the 
stolen property has been recovered, 
and two men have been arrested on 
suspicion. 

It is announced that, after the lapse 
of a year and a half, the murderei of 
Jlr. Anderson, of tho Eastern Telegraph 
Company's station at Crete, has been 
discovered. Tho assassin appears to 
have been a Turkish peasant living in 
the mountains, and information having 
reached the authorities that his family 
had an English watch and chain in 
their possession, a clue w-as obtained, 
the arrest was made, and tho man is 
now in gaol awaiting his trial and sen- 
tence. 

During the past six months there has 
been a decided improvement in Clyde 
shipbuilding, with healthy prospects 
for the approaching winter. In Sept- 
ember, 1879, the number of shi])s on 
the stocks in the thirtj'-four yards on 
the Clyde was 5.3 as against 9G now. 
The fact that there are A3 ves.sels more 
under contract than in Septembar, 1879, 
does not really rejircsent the full im- 
provement. The vessels on the stocks 
are to a large extent of very heavy ton- 
nage. 

At a performancfl in Basle by ajryni- 
nastic society, a woman was killed by 
falling from a tight rope stretched six- 
ty-five feet in the nir.

. DuRMX, Sept. 26.— liord Montmor- 
riH.Avas murdered on Saturday night 
in tlusheen, within a mile of Clonbur, 
County Calway. The .scene of tho a.s- 
sassination was a neck of land between 
Lough Mack and Lough Corrib. Tho 
Vi.scount attended a meeting of magis- 
trttles on Saturday at the court hoiise 
of Clonbui" and was seen to leave soon 
after eight o'clock. Half an hour after 
his hor.se and carriage arrived at his 
re.->idein;e, a milo distant, without him. 
This aroused suspicion among the fam- 
ily and search having been made he 
wa.i found lying ou the side of the road 
in a pool Of blood, lifeless. The police 
were at once sent for and the body was 
conveyed to Ebor Hall, the family seat. 
Lord Montmorris ajjpears to have re- 
ceived one bullet in iiis head, penetra- 
ting the skull, three in the neck, and 
two in the body. Anyone of tho six 
wounils was sufficient to cause his 
death. He was little known except in 
his own neighborhood; and through 
M.ayo and Oalway he had small estates 
which he farmed to .some extent. He 
had lifteen tenants with svLoni ho had 
most unhappy relation.s. Quite recent- 
ly lie obtained an ejectment decree 
against two of them. As a magistrate 
he was unpopular, and at .'th^j, meeting 
of justices which- ho bad b^eiv atjfcend- 
ing a resolution was passed calling up- 
on the government to adopt coercive 
measures. A land meeting was hold 
today near tho sjiot where Lord Jlont- 
morri.-i was murdered..

That .Uioy slept 
sa^ijdly. ,and ■vvith.easy conscioncoa is at- 
tCBtMltiy'the' fact that day had broken 
whon thoy awoke — awok'o to find that 
during the dark hours tlio houao had boon 
entured and the Inn'ov part raii.inckod by 
burglars without disturbing tlio inmates. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hayward slujit on the first 
door; the children oco-npyiiig rooms up- 
stairs. The robbers gained an entrance 
through a window on the first floor, which 
had been left unfastened. Having enter- 
ed the room tliey sooiu to liavo struck a 
iiunibor of friction nKitclics, numerous 
half-burncd matches bcin^ found on the 
llcors of all the downstairs rooms, until 
the apparent object of tlioir visit, viz. , ar. 
iron safe, had been found. This safe 
\vei<,di3 about loO jiounds, and the rogues 
carried It to the winduw, lowered it into 
the garden and made otl' v>ith it. In it 
wore kept a number of pi'iviito papers and 
the consternation of the family at the 
disappearance of the safe may he easily 
hnaginod. Boforo the loss had been as- 
certained at the hou.°o Mr. Dooley, of 
Ooodacre & Dooley, while visiting the 
slaughter-honsc of the firm at the head of 
Yates street, came ncroaa the safe lying in 
aivacant lot, broken open and the papers 
scattered about on the ground. Recog- 
nizing the papers as Mr. Hayward's he 
proceeded to tliat gentleman's place of 
business and iuforniod him of the discov- 
ery. Mr. Hayward put the telephone in 
requisition to his residence and Mrs. Hay- 
ward examined and reported that the safe 
was gone! A more audacious burglary 
was scarcely over planned. The rascals 
wero no novices, and it is strongly aua- 
poctod that certain papers, and not money, 
were the objects of their visit. This and 
recent affairs of the kind are evi- 
dence that the police must use all their 
vigilance in unearthing any bad characters 
who may have taken up their residence 
here.

O'Hara, tologi-.iph operator, went into the 
oflice occupied by the deceased to attend 
to an applicant for letters whom he ob 
served coming up the steps. On enter- 
ing, ho found that Mr. Tait was statiding 
at a table near the back of tho room. 
After chatting for a few momenta— Mr. 
Tait appearing to be in good spirits — Mr. 
O'Hara returned to- his own oflico, and 
shortly afterwards went out to deliver 
some messages, leaving Mr. Tait alono in 
tho building. When he returned, a gontle- 
nmu was waitingral thg wicket to pay in 
some. lijoney^ Sir. ^j&t wu^j not tlioro. 
JiiSt theti tlie Wcs'torn Slope, coming 
down river, blew her whistle, and think- 
ing she might possibly have a mail, Mr. 
O'Hara went into Mr. Tait's ipmrters to 
see if ho was there in order to tell him 
that the .steamer was coming. Opening 
tho door leading out of tho ofUce, he 
stopped into tho hall, and through the 
half open parlor door he saw Mr. Tait's 
feet resting on tlie iloor in such a posi- 
tion as to indicate that their owner was 
sitting upon tlie sofa. Tho blinds were 
all down, and the room in semi-dark- 
ness, so that at tiie tirst glance Mr. 
O'Hara thought that Mr. .'l^aib hftUi fallgu 
asleep on tho sofa. A socotid look, how- 
over, showed him that something was 
wrong, and .itcppinj^ to tiio window ho 
drew up tliu blind and revealed a ghastly 
sight. Tho upper portion of tlio unfortu- 
nate gentleman's head was literally shot 
away. Tlie bmly was in a sitting position 
on tho sofa, the shoulders and head rest- 
ing against tho wall. Tho left hand still 
grasped tlio barrel of a Snider rifle, whose 
butt rested on Uw Iloor, against the in- 
side of till' left font, tliu stock lying be- 
tween tlio kiioe-s. The head of the ram- 
rod had been [lasscd through the trigger 
guard, over the trigger, from right to left; 
the other end of tlie rod rested on tho 
floor, just under the right hand, which 
had fallen by the side, and the too of tho 
right foot rested on the ramrod, close to 
the trigger guard.. All these circum- 
stances point to the act aS one of delib- 
erate suicide. Coroner Trow held an 
iiKluest on tiic I'oniain.s of tlie deceased 
and the jury returned an inquest of death 
from the effects of a guiialiot wound.

An Open Letter to the Finance ICln-

To It. Beaven, Minister of Finance: — 

SiE,— On tho 17th of April last I wrote 
you a rather sharp letter, it being a cor- 
rbct'copy of the ono published by me in 
The Colonist. I was in hope you would 
liavo come to your senses before now and 
settled with me, or, at the .least^^w^uld 
have satisfied tho public by ainsivering it, 
either as an apology or contradiction ; but 
finding you havo done nothing at all it 
behoves me to refresh your memory. 

If I romember rightly, there appeared 
in your organ (tho Stuiidard) a flimsy arti- 
cle stating there was nearly three thousand 
dollars not aocSun^Q^fcn^ i')^^} )^e>i 
collected in'f ho' Lillboet district, ana it 
became you as finance minister to find 
out what had bocomo of that amount. 

It was also stated tliero was no account 
of tho 81800 accounted for by moon Juna 
17th, 1878, etc. 

Now, sir, did you pon those articles 
youraolf? If so, I think tho reading' of 
this letter will make you blusli, if there is 
a blush loft in you. 

In your letter to mo, 158-'70, dated J une 
10th, 1870, do you not commence with the 
following? 

"Sir: — Referring to your letter of Jan- 
uary 27th, 1870, enclosing two vouchers 
for your commission from August, 1876, 
to January 25th, 1879, I have the honor 
to return them to you herewith with the 
receipts cancelled, and to forward to yon 
a corrected account for commissions, etc. , 
for the period from 18th August, 187G, to 
oOth June, 1878, which you will bo pleas- 
ed to date and sign and return horo," otc. 

Now,'8ir,Jwas not the correction strictly 
as follows :— 

On tho 27tli January, 1879, I sent a 
voucher to tho treasury through our gov- 
ermnout agent, Mr. O'Connor, for tho 
amount of §7,019.10, amount of commis- 
sions thereon, 81,90-t.79, and tho corroe- 
tioiis made by you to amount collected, 
,027.88, commission thereon, $1900.97, 
thus plainly showing the ctirrectioii to bo 
§8.72 in iny favor. Now let me ask you 
how you get at the figures §7027-88 with- 
out the ?1800 accounted for by mo and 
tho §100 paid to mo on tho same ilate 
(hour and place tho treasury) by Mr. Jud- 
son Young t Was not the amount I paid 
in §5,720.91 ! If I paid any more you will 
please let me know. A Siwash knows 
that S!190G.97 and §5720.91 are 87027.88 
Now, did you or any one else ever pay 
nio any ptirt of tho 81900.97 other than 
tho $100 received from Mr. Young { You 
dare not contradict this statement and 
you know the §0.97 is still due me on this 
voucher. 

. Now, for the second voucher; Vour 
letter of llio same date reads as follows: 

"With regard to the rate of your cnm- 
niission from 30th June to 31st Decem- 
ber, 1878, the idmountcoUooted by you, 
S57'2G.81, and for which you sent in a 
vouchor for 20 per cent., which is here- 
with cancelled; that as by the amended 
acts in force whether a much leaser rate of 
commission would not bo more appro- 
priate," otc. 

Jl must again ask how you get at the 
figtires 80728.81 witliput....tho §1194 in 
scliool tax countorfoils'handed in by me 
to Mr. O'Connor? It has answered your 
purpose to withhold these amounts from 
tho public, buti will makoyoushowtlicni, 
and bo glad that you can. 

I must now take you back to December 
31st, 1877. There you will find credited 
to mo and this district §600. It will bo 
plainly aeon by the public tlint school-tax 
account, stands as {ollows :
